GENERAL REVIEW. 



Walter Fitch, Esq., President of the Board of Trade of the City 

of Chicago: 
Sir:— 

I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago for the year closed on the 31st 
day of December, 1906. 

The receipts of the principal cereals, and of flour in its wheat 
equivalent, at Chicago, aggregated, during the year, 280,832,207 
bushels; the shipments 214,836,298 bushels. The receipts of grain 
at Chicago aggregated 240,065,226 bushels; at Minneapolis, 120,- 
194,560 bushels; at Milwaukee, 43,421,026 bushels; at St. Lotiis, 
80,271,709 bushels; at Duluth, 60,029,866 bushels; at Kansas City, 
60,483,500 bushels; at Toledo, 19,842,140 bushels; and at Omaha, 
44,530,300 bushels. Thus it may be seen that Minneapolis stands 
next to Chicago as a grain market. Chicago as a grain market 
largely outstrips every other grain market in the world. On page 
173 may be found a statement of receipts of grain, and flour in its 
grain equivalent, at the principal grain centers of the United States, 
showing a total of 818,590,308 bushels, breaking all previous records. 

Our receipts of hogs for the year aggregated 7,808,856 head; of 
cattle, 3,329,250 head; of sheep, 4,805,449 head. Hog, beef and 
sheep products, prepared with most scrupulous care under the 
best sanitary conditions, are shipped from Chicago to the four 
comers of the earth. The great provision warehouses and 
abattoirs most cordially invite inspection of their methods 
in every most minute particular; this position they have 
always taken and held. Free access to these establish- 
ments, whether by U. S. officials or by private citizens, 
is cordially granted; and not only that, but any suggestions to 
improve on methods are gladly and gratefully received, since it 
is the desire of our packers to send to otir own and foreign markets 
American meats in the most attractive form as well as in the sound- 
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est condition — a, healthftd and palatable product. The doors of our 
great provision warehouses are, and always have been, wide open to 
the public. Uncle Sam, or any member of his large family, has 
been and is welcome at any time. There was never the slightest 
reason for secret or indirect investigation. The more thoroughly 
the methods of these industries are known, the greater will be 
the demand for American provisions. 

The receipts of cattle, calves, hogs, sheep and horses in this 
market for the year numbered 15,950,001, at a valuation of $317,- 
467,535.00. There was a decrease in the receipts of cattle and 
hogs from those of the year 1905, which was owing, in a large meas- 
ure, to the sensational campaign of abuse directed against Chicago 
packing-houses. It is a matter of regret that the demand for a 
more rigid inspection of meats was not more judiciously urged. 
An understanding in this regard could easily have been arrived 
at with advantage to all concerned, instead of, as was the case, in a 
sensational and most unbusinesslike way, accompanied with 
serious damage to both otir foreign and domestic trade. However, 
American trade will in the end be benefited and the result of this 
agitation will inevitably lead to a larger demand for American 
meats, and give them a wider and better reputation even than 
before. Indeed, the reaction is already apparent. 

The area of the Union Stock Yards, where this stupendous 
industry is carried on, is 500 acres, 450 of which are bricked. The 
length of the railway track within the yards is 300 miles; the length 
of the streets, 25 miles; number of pens, 13,000; number of gates, 
25,000; length of electric light wire in service, 50 miles; average depth 
of six artesian wells, 2,250 feet. The number of animals received at 
the Union Stock Yards since its establishment forty years ago, is 402,- 
755,599, valued at $7,275,807,264.00. The total number handled 
during this period is 523,920,513. Let us now, as a basis of the 
provision and live stock trade of this market, consider, though 
briefly, the sources of supply by which that immense trade is 
sustained. I refer to the ntmiber of animals on the farms of the 
United States, which on the first of January, 1907, as estimated 
by the United States Agricultural Department, amounted to 
204,131,922 head, valued at $4,423,697,853.00, comprising milch 
cows, other cattle, sheep and hogs. The number of hogs raised 
on the farms was 54,794,439; of sheep, 53,240,282; of milch cows, 
20,968,265; of other cattle, 51,565,731; of horses, 19,746,583; of 
mtdes, 3,816,692. On pages 195 to 197, incltisive, may be seen 
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detailed statements of animals on fanns and ranches of the United 
States, by states and territories. 

The grain crops of the United States raised during 1906 
aggregated 4,839,872,900 bushels, valued on the farms at $2,057,- 
159,457; as against 4,517,456,291 bushels, produced during 1905, 
valued on the farms at $1,983,918,825.00. 

With the exception of the crop of wheat raised in 1901, the 
crop of 1906 was the largest recorded. Our crop of oats exceeded 
that of any year in our history. Our crop of rye was the largest 
ever raised in this country, with the exception of the crop of 1902, 
which was but very little in excess of the crop of 1906. Our crop 
of barley materially exceeded that of any other year, and was valued 
on the farms at $74,235,997.00, which largely exceeds in value 
the crop of any other year. The crops of grain produced in the 
United States during the year 1906 were far in excess of those ever 
before raised in this cotmtry. The acreage devoted to those crops 
last year was 183,327,839 acres. I refer you to pages 174 to 179, 
inclusive, for detailed statements of the principal grain crops, 
with comparisons of crops for several previous years. 

No intelligent view of the business and industries of the 
country can be arrived at without knowledge of its agricultural 
resources. It is impossible to estimate with anything like 
correctness the value of railway, bank or manufacturing sectirities 
unless the volume and value of our grain crops are ascertained. 
These constitute the tangible and constantly available assets of 
the country and set in motion the wheels of industry throughout 
our vast domain. Let no merchant or manufacturer lose sight of 
this fact. Let not the government fail to conserve and promote 
in every possible way the interests of agriculture and of the 
farmer. There is no department of the government more important 
than the Agricultural Department. It has brought to the farmer an 
immense amount of practical and scientific knowledge concerning 
crops; concerning, for instance, the rotation of crops, the preservation 
of the vital elements of our soil and the tmwisdom of unduly taxing 
its generating and regenerating powers. It has taught the farmer the 
wisdom of conserving the resources of the soil, by studying its 
adaptation to the growth of different grains, grasses and seeds. 
It has taught him to manage his lands with, I may say, kindness 
and intelligence, not to overtax or impose upon them, or put them 
to raising crops for which they are not specially adapted. The 
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farmer should not be prodigal of the wealth which an indulgent 
and munificent nature has bestowed upon him. If those lessons 
are heeded our magnificent agricultural regions will be equal to 
the increasing demands, which will inevitably confront us — demands 
from a rapidly augmenting population within our own borders, 
and from markets across the seas.

MARCH GRAIN REPORT 

The Crop Reporting Board of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Agriculture, from the reports of the correspondents 
and agents of the Bureau, finds the amount of wheat remaining in 
fanners' hands on March 1 to have been about 206,644,000 bushels, 
or 28.1 per cent of last year's crop, as compared with 158,403,000 
bushels, or 22,9 per cent of the crop of 1905, on hand on March 1, 
1906, and 20.1 per cent of the crop of 1904, on hand at the corres- 
ponding date in 1906. 

The com in farmers' hands is estimated at about 1,298,000,000 
bushels, or 44.3 per cent of last year's crop, against 1,108,000,000 
bushels, or 40.9 per cent of the crop of 1905, on hand March 1, 1906, 
and 38,7 per cent of the crop of 1904, on hand at the corresponding 
date in 1905. 

Of oats there are reported to be about 384,461,000 bushels, 
or 39.8 per cent of last year's crop, still in farmers' hands, as com- 
pared with 379,805,000 bushels, or 39.8 per cent of the crop of 
1905, on hand on March 1, 1906, and 38.8 per cent of the crop of 
1904, on hand at the corresponding date in 1905.

The poptdation of Chicago is estimated at 2,396,541; her 
area at 122,008.32 acres, or 190,638 square miles; her park area 
at 3,179.79 acres. The nimiber of btdldings erected during the year 
is 10,629, valued at $64 822,030. The death rate per 1,000 of 
our population for the year 1906 was 14.18; of Buffalo, 14.14 
of Cleveland, 14.60; of St. Louis, 15.09; of San Francisco, 15.35 
of Cincinnati, 17.20; of Philadelphia, 17.25; of New York, 18.31 
of Boston, 18.49; of Baltimore, 19.44; of Pittsburgh, 19.60. 
The number of arrivals at this port of all kinds of craft during 
the year 1906 was 7,017 and the nvunber of clearings, 7,056. The 
total number of pupils enrolled in our public schools during the 
school year was 272,086—136,730 males and 135,356 females; the 
average daily attendance, 230,330; total nimiber of teachers, 5,808; 
total ntunber of school rooms, 5,179. 

The assessed valuation of property for tax purposes is 20 per 
cent of the assessed actual valuation and is classified as follows: 
real estate, $303,033,228; personal property, $89,370,292; capital 
stock, $11,882,451; raikoad, $21,977,325; total $426,263,296. 
The bonded indebtedness of the city amoimts to $25,555,000, the 
annual interest on which amounted in 1906 to $1,012,147,50. The 
total number of police officers of all ranks is 3,578, or 18.7 to each 
square mile. The nimiber of uniformed fireman, 1,545 and the 
total ntmiber of employes in the fire department, 1,615; ntunber of 
engine companies, 108; ntunber of hook and ladder companies, 31. 
The total mileage of streets, improved and unimproved, is 4,226.78; 
of streets, 2,835.08; of alleys, 1,391.70. On page 163 of this report 
may be found a statement showing taxes, personal property, real 
estate, rate of taxation, total tax levied and bonded debt for a 
series of years. The average rate of taxation for 1906 was 6.6746, 
and the total amount of taxes levied $28,451,436.78. 

The clearings by the Associated Banks of Chicago amounted, 
during 1906, to $11,047,311,894.50, and balances to $735,239,- 
699.40; and the clearings by the Clearing House of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago, $56,794,345.50, and balances, $19,369,- 
168.01. 

The receipts of grain in this market, and of flour in its wheat 
equivalent, during the year 1906, reached a total, as elsewhere 
stated, of 280,832,207 bushels, and shipments 214,836,298 bushels. 
The number of bushels of wheat received during the year aggregated 
28,249,475 bushels, as against 26,899,012 bushels received during 
the year 1905; 24,457,347 bushels received during 1904 and 
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27,124,585 bushels received dtiring 1903. Of the quantity of wheat 
shipped during the year, 9,138,655 bushels went by lake and 
16,788,573 bushels by rail. Of the shipments by lake, by far the 
greater part was consigned to BuflFalo for distribution and export, 
that port being almost exclusively a port of grain rendezvous, and 
not to any important extent a port of ultimate destination, but 
merely an elevator and reloading center, or a port en route. 

The number of cars of grain inspected in this market during 
the year was 181,008, and the number of bushels inspected, received 
in bulk by water, was 467,497 bushels, as compared with 197,297 
cars, and 700,259 bushels, respectively, during the preceding year. 

The number of bushels of grain weighed by the Board of 
Trade weighmaster diuing the year was about 405,000,000 bushels, 
and the number of cars weighed 303,624. 

The number of bushels of com received aggregated 98,896,563 
bushels, as against 110,823,444 bushels received during 1905, and 
100,543,207 received during 1904. 

The Chicago railroads that nm into the largest com producing 
regions are the Illinois Central Railroad, the North-Westem Rail- 
way, the Chicago, Burlington & Qtiincy Railway, the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway, the Chicago & Alton Railway and the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois Railway. On page 10 may be seen statements showing 
both receipts and shipments by routes and by months. The ntimber 
of bushels of com shipped from Chicago during the year aggregated 
78,974,686 bushels, 24,704,564 bushels of which were shipped by 
the great lakes and 32,154,544 bushels by eastern trunk lines. 
The quantity shipped during the year 1905 aggregated 91,153,342 
bushels and during the year 1904, 75,184,758 bushels. Our re- 
ceipts of oats during the year aggregated 89,912,881 bushels, as 
against 92,486,761 bushels received during 1905 and 73,023,119 
bushels during the year 1904 and 88,588,386 bushels received during 
the year 1903. Chicago is by far the largest com and oat market 
in the world. The quantity of oats shipped diuing the year amounted 
to 73,718,199 bushels, as against 66,131,725 bushels shipped during 
the year 1905 and 47,303,901 bushels shipped during 1904 and 
63,539,179 bushels diuing 1903. The receipts of barley during 
the year aggregated 20,811,432 bushels, as against 28,074,142 
bushels received during the year 1905, 25,316,917 bushels received 
during 1904 and 23,273,519 bushels received during 1903. The 
shipments of barley aggregated 6,924,357 bushels, as against 
7,374,037 bushels shipped during the year 1905, 5,802,856 bushels 
shipped during 1904 and 2,986,816 bushels shipped during 1903. 
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On page 16 may be found a detailed statement showing receipts 
and shipments by months, and also giving the names of the rail- 
way lines over which received and over which shipped. There 
were shipped from Chicago, via the great lakes, during the year 
786,021 bushels, and on eastern railway lines 5,404,461 bushels. 
The receipts of flaxseed during the year aggregated 2,086,295 
bushels and shipments 435,171 bushels. Trade in this article has 
moved to more northerly markets, near to virgin territory, which 
to a considerable extent is devoted to the cultivation of flax. 

The receipts of grass seeds during the year, comprising 
timothy, clover, millet, Hungarian, etc., aggregated 62,729,160 
pounds, as against 78,589,943 poimds received during 1905; 
88,722,987 poimds received during 1904; 78,381,648 pounds 
received during 1903 and 71,093,567 poimds received during 1902. 
The shipments of such seeds during the year aggregated 61,683,329 
poimds; of those shipments 50,492,686 poimds were carried by 
eastern trunk lines, and 7,337,441 pounds on the great lakes. 
The business heretofore shared in by many firms has become to 
a large extent centralized, and is handled in the main by few 
concerns; it is carried on to a considerable extent by ship- 
ping direct from regions of production, or from points in close 
proximity to such regions, to eastern terminals. Whether the 
business as now conducted is more advantageous to the grower 
and the western local dealers is somewhat doubtful. It has 
almost eliminated competition from that field of industry in this 
market. It is an evolution in market conditions, the results of 
which are specially satisfactory to those by whose skill and indus- 
try it has been brought about. I speak of it here as explanatory, 
and not censoriously. The laws that govern such adjustments in 
the commercial world are inexorable and must be recognized. 
Mere theory and a studied adherence to old methods in the com- 
mercial world, must in all cases give way to actual results. 

It is worse than useless to rail at those who have supplanted 
the '*old" by the '*new"; the part of wisdom is to conform to 
irrevocable changes or to abandon the contest. We see men who 
refuse to accept new and established conditions in trade, and are 
wearing themselves out in finding fault with those who have been 
intelligent and strong enough to grasp the new situation and con- 
form to the inevitable. 

The men of business to-day are alert, and quick to see changes 
that are being wrought in the race for trade; they discard 
old plans and sell all their old machinery or throw it away. They 
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lose no time in clinging to the past under such circumstances, 
and in decrying those who are forging ahead. Chicago isn't look- 
ing behind; she is resolutely and buoyantly facing the present and 
the future. A new day is dawning upon her commercial and 
municipal life. 

The number of hogs received in Chicago diuing the year aggre- 
gated 7,808,856, including the nimiber received in yards located 
outside of the Union Stock Yards. The number of hogs shipped 
during the year was 1,742,606. The ntmiber used for city con- 
sumption and packing was 6,076,957. On page 40 may be found 
a complete statement showing the receipts and shipments of hogs 
during the year, the lines of railway over which received and over 
which shipped, and also showing the receipts by months. 

The number of sheep received in this market during the year 
aggregated 4,805,449, as against 4,736,558 received during 1905; 
the number shipped during the year was 1,341,273, as against 
1,355,865 shipped during the year 1905. The number of sheep 
used for city constunption and packing during the year, was 3,464,- 
176. I refer to page 41 for detailed statements of receipts 
and shipment of sheep diuing the year. 

The receipts of cattle diuing the year aggregated 3,329,250 
head, as against 3,410,469 head received during the preceeding 
year; the shipments for the year aggregated 1,352,998 head, as 
gainst 1,410,213 head shipped during the year 1905 and 1,326,- 
332 head shipped during the year 1904. 

The total receipts of animals at the Union Stock Yards, during 
the year, comprising cattle, calves, hogs, sheep and horses, aggre- 
gated 15,950,010 head, as against 16,380,850 head received during 
1905, 15,376,009 head received during 1904 and 15,715,515 
head received during 1903; the total shipments for the year aggre- 
gated 4,566,806 head, as against 4,929,644 shipped during 1905, 
4,436,072 head shipped during 1904 and 3,628,130 head shipped 
during 1903. The valuation of live stock received in this 
market during the year amounted to $317,467,535, as against 
$300,472,480, the valuation of live stock received during 
1905. The valuation of the receipts of cattle for 1906 amounted 
to $163,670,389, and of calves $4,520,130. I refer to page 
48 for statement of prices of cattle, hogs and sheep for each week 
during the year 1906. 

The receipts of dressed beef during the year aggregated 353,- 
286,580 pounds, as against 360,773,876 pounds received during 
the year 1905, 208,204,901 pounds received during 1904, 199,- 
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537,879 pounds received during 1903 and 135,372,268 pounds 
received during 1902. The shipments during the year aggregated 
1,138,072,285 pounds, as against 1,110,371,601 pounds shipped 
during the year 1905, 1,072,156,300 pounds shipped during the 
year 1904 and 1,252,233,792 pounds shipped during 1903. Trade 
in dressed beef is remarkable not only for its volume, but for 
its steadiness. There is a noticeable and suggestive tmiformity 
in the volimie of its monthly shipments, indicating the substantial 
satisfaction afforded by otir dressed beef, both in foreign and 
domestic markets, from which it may be inferred that it has 
successfully stood the severe tests, oflBcial and otherwise, to which 
it has been subjected, and that the criticism of it was, to a large 
extent, ill-considered, sensational and unjust. 

I would refer you to page 42 of the statistical portion of this 
volume for detailed information concerning receipts and shipments 
of dressed beef, by months; and also showing the railway lines 
over which received and those over which shipped. It will be 
observed that 1,037,057,748 pounds were shipped by the eastern 
railway lines dtiring the year. 

The receipts of lard in Chicago during the year aggregated 
80,397,434 potmds, as against 84,653,195 pounds during the year 
1905, 54,549,592 pounds during 1904 and 35,993,461 pounds during 

1903. The shipments of lard during the year aggregated 421,- 
914,539 pounds, as against 405,629,825 pounds during 1905, 336,- 
789,963 pounds during 1904, 371,000,959 pounds during 1903 and 
382,498,069 pounds during 1902. 

Of meats, other than barreled pork, the receipts during the 
year aggregated 204,641,412 pounds, as against 274,012,012 pounds 
received during 1905, and 200,221,000 pounds received during 1904. 
The shipments aggregated 804,642,049 pounds, as against 754,- 
942,965 pounds shipped during the year 1905, 652,564,606 pounds 
during 1904, 580,282,643 pounds during 1903, and 660,680,190 
pounds shipped during 1902. 

The receipts of lumber during the year aggregated 2,362,- 
856,000 feet and shipments 1,041,491,000 feet, as against 2,193,- 
540,000 feet received and 956,377,000 feet shipped during the year 
1905, and 1,670,272,000 feet received and 821,008,000 feet shipped 
during the year 1904. The number of shingles received during 
the year was 584,664,000 and the number shipped 482,824,000, 
as against 583,334,000 received and 421,235,000 shipped during 
1905, and 450,524,000 received and 434,195,000 shipped during 

1904. On pages 98 and 99 may be seen complete statements 
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showing the volume of this trade for a number of years, together 
with prevailing semi-monthly prices for the year 1906. 

The receipts of cheese during the year aggregated 70,035,027 
pounds, as against 85,972,114 pounds received during the year 1905, 
90,937,788 pounds during 1904 and 82,129,832 pounds received 
during 1903; the shipments for the year aggregated 69,755,039 
pounds, as against 69,394,718 pounds shipped during the year 
1905, 66,148,937 poimds shipped during 1904 and 57,277,361 
pounds shipped dtiring 1903. The great bulk of the receipts 
came in on the Chicago & North- Western Railway and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway; the bulk of the quantity shipped was 
transported on eastern lines. I would refer you to page 100 of the 
statistical portion of this report for detailed statements of receipts 
and shipments, showing the names of the roads over which received 
and those over which shipped, also showing the receipts by months. 

The receipts of butter during the year aggregated 248,648,098 
pounds, as against 271,914,803 pounds received during the year 
1905, 249,024,146 pounds received during 1904 and 232,032,484 
pounds received during the year 1903; the shipments for the year 
aggregated 252,807,516 poimds, as against 254,130,880 poimds 
shipped during the year 1905, 249,359,694 pounds during 1904 
and 197,620,859 poimds shipped during 1903. Of the quantity 
received, 62,352,403 pounds arrived over the Chicago & North- 
Western Railway, 48,679,084 pounds over the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway, 33,802,475 pounds over the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway and 33,694,683 poimds over the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railway. Of the quantity shipped, 222,722,- 
429 pounds went out on eastern railway lines. You are referred to 
page 100 of this report for statements giving the names of the 
railways over which received and the quantity received on each 
line, also the names of lines of railway over which shipped, with 
the quantity taken by each line. A statement also on the same 
page may be seen showing the quantity shipped during each 
month of the year.

The Secretary of Agriculture in his admirable report estimated 
the value of our farm products for the year at $6,794,000,000, 
this being $485,000,000 above the value of such products for 1905, 
$635,000,000 above that of 1904, $877,000,000 above that of 1903, 
and $2,077,000,000 above that of 1899. The value of farm prod- 
ucts of 1906 was 8 per cent greater than that of 1905, 10 per cent 
greater than that of 1904, 15 per cent greater than that of 1903 
and 44 per cent greater than that of 1899. 

Com is by far the most valuable crop. The value of this 
crop on the farm is estimated upon a conservative basis, at $1,1 66,- 
626,479 for 2,927,416,091 bushels. Iowa produced 373,275,000 
bushels; Illinois 347,169,580 bushels, but the farm value of the 
Illinois crop exceeded that of Iowa by more than $5,500,000; 
Nebraska raised 249,782,500 bushels, valued at $72,436,925; 
next in order came Missouri with 228,522,500 bushels, valued at 
$86,838,550. Next in value follows the cotton crop, although 
it is only three-fifths the value of the com crop. In Texas alone, 
says the Secretary of Agriculture, this crop is greater than that of 
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British India; nearly three times that of Egypt, and is one-half 
as much as the crop of the worid, outside of the United States, 
India and Egypt. 

The products of our farms contribute to our national wealth 
a sum that is absolutely incalculable; the amotmt of $6,794,000,000, 
representing merely the estimated value on the farms of our farm 
products, is but a small fraction of the wealth that is poured into 
the lap of the nation, directly and indirectly, from our agricultural 
resources. Every movement from the planting of the seed helps 
to set in motion, and to keep in harmonious activity every indtistry 
throughout the length and breadth of our land. These industries, 
great and small, are so many agencies engaged in distributing, in 
coimtless forms, the wealth resulting from our immense crops. 

This is not all. Otu* vast trade in meats and in live stock 
reaching out into every portion of the world, imparts its vitalizing 
force to our varied mercantile, industrial and financial activities 
all along the wonderful pathway of conunerce from prairie to port.

The item of $37,171.23 appearing in the report as received 
from the Quotation Department does not include $2,500 for the 
month of December, 1906, received after the close of the fiscal 
year ended January 7, 1907. 

The amount received from rentals, janitor service and electric 
lights was $137,325.69, as against $134,539.37 received during 
the preceding fiscal year, and $135,539.48 during the fiscal year 
ended January 9, 1905, and $133,319.09 received during the fiscal 
year ended January 4, 1904, and $129,253.59 received during 
the fiscal year ended January 5, 1903. 

The pro rata amount assessed by the Board of Directors to 
meet the expenditures of the Association for the ensuing year is 
$75.00. 

The membership of the Board on the 7th day of January, 
1907, numbered 1727, being 48 less than on the corresponding date 
of the previous year. 

There were 44 memberships retired during the year, under 
the provisions of Section 30 of Rule IV of the Rules of the Board, 
and the amount paid to retiring members was $116,500, or an aver- 
age, in round numbers, of $2,650 per membership. The pro- 
visions of Section 30 of Rule IV of the Rules of the Board are no 
longer in force as they applied only to the years 1904, 1905 and 
1906. 

At the close of the year there were no bills outstanding. Cash 
on hand, exclusive of $16,803.20 standing to the credit of the 
Board on the books of the telegraph companies, was $90,560.79. 
At the close of the year ended on January 4, 1904, the amount of 
cash on hand was $47,274.71; on January 5, 1903, $19,411.82; 
and on January 6, 1902, $10,815.04. 

The bonded indebtedness of the Board is $1,198,300.00, ma- 
turing 1927, bearing 4 per cent, interest, payable on the first day 
of June and the first day of December of each year. 

REAL ESTATE 

Disbursements on real estate account, exclusive of con- 
struction, interest and insurance, amounted to $63,593.24, as against 
$57,179.76 expended during the fiscal year ended January 8, 
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1906; $59,637.08 expended during the fiscal year ended January 
9, 1905, and $66,047 43 during the fiscal year ended January 4, 
1904. 

The amount expended for construction during the year last 
past was $24,514.12. 

It was necessary to purchase a new engine and dynamo, 
as the old engine and d5mamo were not sufl&cient to supply the 
electricity demanded to meet the requirements of the building. 

Three Mabbs Electric Elevators, to take the place of the Otis 
Elevators, were installed during the year. 

An examination of the skylight above the exchange room dis- 
closed the fact that it was in a dangerous condition. It was 
repaired at a cost of $2,640. 

The Transportation Department has satisfactorily consu- 
mated several projects that were initiated last year; others of an 
eqtially meritorious character are being urged and are in process 
of accomplishment. We doubt not that these will in due time 
restdt to the advantage of the general interests of the Association. 

Questions that appertain to that Department, such as rates 
of freight, unjust discriminations, etc., may be freely submitted 
by the members to the Manager, Mr. Boyd, at his office. No. 41 
Board of Trade Building. 

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 

At the close of last year there were pending six suits brought 
by the Board against purloiners of its quotations. One of these, 
against the 0*Dell Stock and Grain Company and others of Cin- 
cinnati, is still pending; a temporary injunction has been issued 
therein. Two at St. Louis and one each at Detroit, Chicago and 
Minneapolis, have been disposed of by final decrees in favor of 
the Board, which permanently enjoin the purloining of quotations. 
These cases add to the list of those permanently enjoined from 
using our quotations the following persons:

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Since the decision of the United States Supreme Court has 
put the Board in a position to readily obtain injunctions against 
any person found tising its quotations without its sanction, the 
bucket-shops instead of posting the quotations as those of this 
Board, have, as a rule, resorted to a trick or device of counter- 
feiting them. In one case, that of the O'Dell Stock & Grain 
Company at Cincinnati, our quotations are surreptitiously obtained 
and are increased by a uniform fraction, usually one-eighth or 
one-quarter of a cent on grain, and then are transmitted to their 
customers as the quotations of the 0*Dell Stock & Grain Co. 
Contempt proceedings have been instituted by the Board against 
this company and its officers upon the ground that this is a viola- 
tion of our injunction. Much evidence has been taken on this 
question, and the case is now ripe for argument. It is expected 
that a favorable decision will soon be obtained, which will stop 
this illegal practice. 

Other bucket-shops are evading the injunctions in favor of 
this Board in substantially the same way, except that they add the 
uniform fraction through the instrumentality of a so-called ex- 
change, which is maintained for this purpose, and where fictitious 
trading is carried on in order to give a basis for the quotations 
thus made and sent out. This counterfeiting of quotations is done 
through the Superior Board of Trade at Superior, Wisconsin, 
and the National Board of Trade at Kansas City. 

Suits have been commenced in the Federal Courts by this 
Board against each of these organizations and parties assisting 
them in this fraudtdent practice. In the Superior case much 
evidence has already been taken. It is confidently expected 
that as a result of these suits the property right of this Board in 
its quotations can be effectually protected, not only against direct 
purloining thereof as heretofore, but against this new plan of 
counterfeiting, which is as much an infringement of the Board's 
property right in its quotations as the direct purloining and posting 
thereof are. It is believed that when this counterfeiting shall be 
stopped the bucket-shops will have exhausted all methods they 
can devise for getting the benefit of our quotations. 

During the year a suit has also been instituted at Kansas 
City against the McDearmott Commission Company and others. 
The lower court decided in favor of the Board, and the defendants 
appealed. Upon the appeal the Circuit Court of Appeals at St. 
Paul rendered a decision emphasizing and broadening the right 
of the Board to protect its quotations by injunction. A final 
decree will soon be entered in this case. |^^ 
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Of the five creditors bills pending at the end of last year 
against this Board and members to collect debts against certain 
members by a sale of their memberships, three have, during the 
year, been disposed of in favor of the Board, and two are still pend- 
ing. A suit of the same nature — ^that of Arthur Hugunin vs. 
Fred Dresler and Board of Trade, has also been commenced during 
the year and is still pending. 

A suit brought by Charles Waite against former directors 
for damages by reason of the action of the Board in disciplining 
him, has been dismissed. A similar action brought by Robert 
H. Thorbum, is still pending, but will have the same conclusion. 

A suit brought by Emma Taylor against the Board and others 
for damages for alleged maliciotis prosecution in a criminal suit, 
is still pending. 

During the year the appeals of William E. Dodson and Louis 
G. Bostedo, in suits in which they sought to enjoin the Board from 
disciplining them or sought reinstatement, have been decided 
by the Appellate Court in favor of the Board. These decisions 
materially strengthen the disciplinary power of the Board. Dodson 
appealed his case to the Supreme Court, which Court also rendered 
a decision in favor of the Board. Another membership suit by 
William E. McHenry is still pending on appeal in the Appellate 
Court. 

Harry Berger, a member, at the time of the passage of the 
amendment to Rule IV of the Board, prohibiting members from 
trading in other markets where the basis of the deliveries was 
Chicago warehouse receipts, filed two suits in the Federal Court 
at Chicago, one to enjoin the submission of such amendment to a 
vote, and the other to enjoin the enforcement of the new rule 
against him. Both suits were decided in favor of the Board. 

At no time in a number of years has the number of pending 
suits bv^en so small as now. 

The amount expended by this Board during the year in its 
bucket shop litigation for legal services and other expenses, after 
deducting the amount collected by the Board as costs in such 
litigation, is $8,386.34.

RULE XII.-HEATING. 

All grain that is wet. or in a heating condition, or graia con- 
taining weevil or wild onions, or grain that is burnt and smoky, 
or otherwise unfit for warehouses, shall not be graded. 

RULE XIIL-REASONS. 

All inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when 
necessary, fully known by notations on their books. The weight 
alone shall not determine the grade. 

RULE XIV.— TEST WEIGHT. 

All inspectors must ascertain the weight per measured bushel 
of each lot of wheat inspected by them and report the same in their 
books.

for the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
''scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shi^ not be 
graded higher than No. 3." 

Attempts at '*A11 persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 

inSeri^eronoe. report to the (Jhief Inspector, in writing, all attempts to defraud the 

system of grain inspection established by law, and all instances 

where warehousemen shall deliver, or attempt to deliver, grain of a 

lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt." 

« They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of re- 
ceivers or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, to 
instruct, or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission."

**Any duly authorized Inspector of Grain who shall be guilty of 
neglect of duty, or who shall knowingly or carelessly inspect or grade

Be U enaeUd by the People of the Stale of Illinois^ represented in (he 
€hneral Auenibly : 

SBcnoH 1. That the persons now composing the Board of Trade ^{^"^ 
of the City of Chicago, are hereby created a body politic and cor- 
porate, under the name and style of the *' Boabd of Tbabb of thb 
City of Chicago,'^ and by that name may sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, receiye and hold property and effects, real and per- 
sonal, by gift, deyise or purchase, and dispose of the same by sale, 
lease, or otherwise (said property so held not to exceed at any time Limit of 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars); may have a common seal, ^t^^* 
and alter the same from time to time; and make such Kules, Begu- p^^^^ ^^ 
lations and By-Laws from time to time as they may think proper or ^optRnieii.

Sueh fines may be 
collected by action of debt, before a justice of the peace, in the nans 
of the corporation* 



Sbc. 12. Said corporation shall have no power or authority to Limitation of 
do or carry on any basiness excepting such as is usual in the man- 
agement of boards of trade or chambers of commerce, or as provided 
in the foregoing sections of this biJI .

OBJECTS. 



The objects of the Association are: To maintain a Gommeieial Pn^nbta. 
Exchange ; to promote uniformity in the customs and usages of 
merchants; toinculcateprinciplesof justice and equity in trade; to 
facilitate the speedy adjustment of business disputes ; to aoqfiilre and 
to disseminate valuable commercial and economic information ; <md^ 
generally i to secure to its members the benefits of co-operation in the 
furtherance of their legitimate pursuits. 

In accordance with the franchises conferred by its Charter, and 
to accomplish the objects sought by the Association in its organiza- 
tion, 

Ths Boabd of Tbads of thb City of Chicago has adopted, 
for its direction and government, the following Bules and By-Laws' 
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RULE I. 
GOYBBmCfiHT ANI> ELBCTION8. 

Sbotion 1. The goyemment of the Board of Trade of tbo City 
of Chicago, and the control and management of Its Real Estate 
(Including all of the authority and power heretofore vested in the 
Board of Real Bstate Managers), are hereby Tested In a Prestdent 
two Vice-Presidents, and fifteen Directors, who, including the Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents, shall be Imown as the Board of Directors, 
all of whom shall have been members of the Association for at least 
one year next preceding their election. The President, one Vice- 
President, and five Directors shall be elected annually. The Presi- 
dent shall hold his office for the term of one year, or until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified; the Vice-Presidents, in like maimer, 
shall hold their offices for the term of two years, and the Directors, 
in nice manner, for the term of three years. Ten members of the 
Board of Directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but a Jess number may adjourn from time to time, to any 
flzed date precediag tbe next regular meeting of said Boeid. 

Seo. 2. There shall also be elected by the members of the Asso- 
ciation a Committee of Arbitration and a Committee of Appeals, con- 
sisting of ten members each, who shall hold their respective offices 
for the period of two years. Five members of each committee shall 
be elected annually. The qualifications for election to either ot 
these committees shall be the same as for the office of Director. No 
person shall, at the same time, be a member of both commltteea 

Sbo. 8. The annual election for all eleotiTe officers not other 
wise provided for, shall be held in the Exchange Hall on the first 
Monday after the second day of January in each year, between the 
hours of ten o'clock A. M. and two o'clock P. M., and all voting 
shall be by the Australian Ballot. The official term of all ofDoen 
shall commence on the Monday succeeding their election. 

Seo. 4. For President and Vice-Presidents, a majority of all the 
votes cast shall be necessary to a choice; but for all othar elective 
officers a plurality shall elect 

Seo. 6. In case of failure to elect any officer Toted for on the first 
trial, another election, in like manner, shall be held on the succeed- 
ing day, and if there shall again be a failure to ^ect, then, i^on s 
third trial, held in like manner, on the day following, a plurality 
shall elect. 

Seo. 6. If from any cause an election of officem is not had st 
the regular annual Section, or in case of the death, resignation, or 
removal of the President, either of the Vice-Presidents, Directors, 
or members of either of the Committees of Arbitration or Appeals, it 
shall be in the power of the Associ£ition to fill such yacancies for 
the remainder of the official term at any regular or special election 
thereafter; prcvided, notice of said special election shall have been 
announced on 'Change at least three days immediately precediac 
such election. 
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At every annual or special election only those balloti sfaall be BftOMj* 
oounted which contain as many names of the reg^arly nominated 
candidates for Directors and members of the Committees of Aitdtra* 
tion and Appeals respectively as are to be elected at such election;

In the hearing or trial of any case or controversy before Dtaqmmiio^ 
the Board of Directors, or before any committee of the Association, SSSI^n or 
no Director and no member of any such committee shall serve oract>°«Bi^of 
in such hearing or trial who has any financial interest or ooncern in 
the result of such hearing or trial, or who shall be a bussiness 
partner of any party thus interested.

When any member, or any firm of which a member of this 
Association is a member, or any corporation of which a member is an 
officer, whether acting as principal or as agent, shall either directly 
or indirectly make or execute, or cause or permit to be forwarded for 
execution, upon any exchange or board of trade located outside of 
the City 01 Chicago^ an order for a so-called "put" or ^*call,'* or for 
any contract respecting the purchase or sale of grain or provisions 
for future delivery, when by the rules, regulations, customs or 
usages of such exchange or bcMEird of traae it is provided or per- 
mitted, or where the parties to such '^put," ^'calP' or contract con- 
template that such '*put," ''cair' or contract may be fulfilled or 
satisfied by the delivery of a warehouse receipt or receipts issued by 
a warehouse located in Chicago, such member, or such member of 
such firm, or such officer of such corporation, shall be deemed guilty 
of conduct which renders him unfit lor membership in this Associa- 
tion, and upon conviction thereof he shall be expelled. 

Sec. 9. When any member of the Association shall be guilty 
of a willful violation of any business contract or obligation ana shall 
neglect or refuse to equitably and satisfactorily adjust and settle 
the same, or when any member shall willfully neglect or refuse to 
compljr promptly with the award of any committee of arbitration or 
committee of appeals, rendered in conformity with the rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws of the Association, he shall be suspended from 
all the privileges of this Association until such contract or obliga- 
tion is satisfactorily adjusted and settled, or such award is per- 
formed or complied with. 

When any member shall be guilty of improper conduct of a per 
Bonal character in any of the rooms of the Association, or shall vio- 
late any of the rules, regulations or by-laws of the Association or 
shall be guilty of any dishonorable conduct, for which a specific 
penalty has not been provided, he shall be suspended by the board 
of Directors from all the privileges of membership for such period as 
In their discretion the gravity of the offense committed may war- 
rant When any member shall be guilty of making or reporting 
any false or fictitious purchase or sale, or where any member shall 
be guilty of an act of bad faith, or any attempt at extortion or of 
any dishonest conduct, he ^all be exx>elled by the Board of Direc- 
tors. Or when a member shall, either in the jBxchange Building or 
elsewhere, contract to give to himself or another the option to sell 
or buy anv of the articles dealt in on this Exchange in violation of 
any criminal statute of this state, he shall forfeit the right to have 
said contract enforced under the rules of this Association. 

Any member suspended from the privileges of the Association 
shall not be allowed to trade or do any business upon the floor of the 
Exchange in his o?m name, either through a broker or employe. 
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Any member of this Association trading or offering to trade, 
either as a broker or employe, giving the name of a suspended mem- 
ber, shall be considered as having violated a rule of the Association, 
ana shall be suspended for not less than thirty days nor more than 
six months.

COMMITTXB OF ABBTTBATION AND APPEALS. 

Section 1. It teAiall be the duty of the Committee of Arbitration 
to hear and determine all cases of disputed claims voluntarily sub- 
mitted for their adjudication by members of the Association. All 
evidence in such cases shall be taken under oath or affirmation, 
except documentary evidence, which shall be sworn to, if demanded 
by either party and the committee decide it to be necessary, and 
shall be duly recorded In all such adjudications the committee shall 
construe all Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association as 
being designed to secure Justice and equity in trade ; and all awards 
or findings shall be made in conformity therewith. 

In case either party shall so demand, by previous notice given to 
the Secretary, the testimony and proceedings of the Committee of 
Arbitration shall be taken by a stenographer, the cost of which shall 
be assessed by the committee as in cases of other costs incurred.

stockholder, entitled to members' rates provided in this rule; pro- 
vided, that for the purpose of this rule, not more than one corpo- 
ration can be represented by the same member of this Association 
as its executive officer. 

Whenever any such corporation shall be so found entitled to 
members' rates, it shall, whenever requested by the Board of 
Directors, or such committee, make a full disclosure of the then 
existing relations of such member to such corporation. If it shall 
refuse so to do, its right to members' rates shall thereupon cease. 

B. On all transactions for the account of any officer, agent, 
employe, or stockholder of any such corporation, not a member of 
this Association, such corporation must exact non-members' rates 
of commissions. 

C. No member can be deemed the representative of two corpo- 
rations, or two firms, or a firm and a corporation, for the purpose of 
giving either firm or corporation members' rates under this rule. 

CONSTRUCTIONS. 

Sbotion 9. a. On all transactions where the purchase or sale 
of cash grain is made contingent on the price ruling for future de- 
livery, and where the purchase or sale of the future delivery is at 
once accomplished, fixing by such transaction the value of the cash 
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grain so bought or sold, it shall be construed that the purchase or sale of 
the future delivery shall be a part of the cash transaction. Should the 
purchase or sale of grain for future delivery upon which the cash 
transaction is based be held subject to the convenience or subject to 
the orders of the parties with whom such transaction is made, then 
all such business for future delivery shall be subject to the regular 
rates of commission as prescribed in this sule. 

B . In no case shall the aggregate amount of brokerage allowed on 
any transaction be such that the net commission to members on such 
transaction shall be less than the minimum rates prescribed in Pan- 
graph H, Section 4 of this rule, for clearing trades for members.

gift, donation or otherwise, or shall purchase or offer to purchase any 
grain, seeds, provisions or other commodities consigned to him, them, 
or it, for sale, or by rendering any other service or concession what- 
soever, with the intent to evade in any way directly or indirectly the 
regular rates of commission or brokerage established by this rule, 
shall be expelled from this Association. Free telegraphic communi- 
cation, however, shall not be construed as a violation of this rule. 

G. The Board of Directors is authorized to offer a reward of not 
more than twenty-five hundred dollars to any person who shall fur- 
nish evidence that does convict any member, firm or corporation of a 
violation of this rule. RULE XV. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Section 1. No appropriation of money or other property of the 
Association shall be made except to defray its legitimate business 
expenditures or to promote the purpose of its organization. 

RULE XVL 

HOURS FOR REGULAR TRADING. 

Section 1. No trade or contract for the future delivery of grain 
or provisions shall be made, or offered to be made, by any mem- 
ber of members of this Association, in the exchange room of the 
Board, nor in any of the public streets, courts or passages in the 
immediate vicinity thereof, or in any hall, or exchange hall, or corri- 
dor in any building located or fronting on any such streets, courts 
or passages, on any business day, except from 9:30 o'clock a. h. to 
1:16 o'clock p. M., or upon any Saturday except from 9:30 o'clock 
A. M. to 12 o'clock M., nor on any day or that part of any day on 
which the Board shall hold no business session; it being the object 
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and intent of this rule that all such trading* which may tend to the 
maintenance of a public market shall be conHned within the hours 
above specified. On any alleged violation by a member of this 
Association of the provisions of this rule which shall be brought to 
the attention of the President of the Board by creditable report, it 
shaU be the duty of the President to cause said member to be sum* 
moned before the Board of Directors, and if the party shall be 
found guilty of such violation of the rule, he shall be suspended for 
not less than one month nor more than one year, and for a second 
violation he shall be expelled. 

''Frovidedt however, that the provisions of this Section shall notKotappiiMbie 
apply to contracts made upon any public **CaU" established under to cJI.

Sec. 2. All transactions in future contracts for property shall nregiuar 
be deemed irregular when on the basis of money considerations pJSitjr^"** 
added to or deducted from the contract price; and such transactions 
shall be esteemed misconduct and punishable by suspension at the 
discretion of the President or Board of Directors. 

Sec. 4. All contracts and offers to contract for grain for future neiinite flgvM 
delivery shall be at one figure of price, having as the multiple of®' »"*«•• 
price one-eighth of a cent per bushel; provided* however, that offers 
and contracts may be made to include one-half the total amount of 
each contract at any given price, and the remainder of said contract 
at a price one-eighth of one cent per bushel higher or lower than 
the oth^r moiety and not otherwise; the same pnnciple to apply on 
transactions for the future delivery of provisions; and everv infrac- 
tion of this rule shall be deemed misconduct and punishable by 
suspension at the discretion of the Board of Directors.

KULE XX. 

DEPOSITS TO SECUBB THE FULFILLMENT OF TIME OONTBACT8. 

Section 1. On time contracts, purchasers shall have the right ProtMUon to 
to require of sellers, as security, a deposit of ten (10) per cent., baSed p"®***"*^ 
upon the contract price of the property bought , and further security, 
from time to time, to the extent of any advance in the market value 
above said price. Sellers shall have the right to require as security proueuoato 
from buyers a deposit of ten (10) per cent, on the contract price of the Miun- 
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pro p er ty aold, and, in addition, any difE^renee that may eadstoroocur 
between the estimated legitimate value of any snch property and the 
price of sale. All securities shall be deposited, either with the Treas- 
urer of the Association or with some bank duly authorized by the 
Board of Directors to receive such deposits ; and shall, in each 
instance, be accompanied by the following f onn of memorandum or 
statement: 
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The above form of memorandum shall state the name of the 
depoaitoiy, the date on which the deposit is made, the name of the 
depositor, and also the name or names of the party or parties in 
whose favor the deposit is to be made, together with the auMont or 
amounts of such deposit in detail, and also in the agsr^gate. The 
left-hand part of the memorandum or statement before deecdbed 
shall be retained by the depository selected, and the right-hand pat- 
tion thereof taken by the depositor, after being duly signed by the 
person authorised to receipt for the said deposit, and, without deisy* 
placed in the office of the Clearing House of the Board ot Trade of the 
City of Chicago; it beiDg distinctly understood that the provisions of 
Section 2 of this Rule are and shall remain in force, and that the 
issuance of the certificate in the form and manner prescribed in said 
Section 2, is unaffected by the provisions of this section.

banks they ]:epresent and any of the members of said Board of

been declared regular warehouses for the storage of grain or flax seed 
by said Board of Directors; and it shall be the duty of the Board of BeaaixMMois 
Directors, prior to the first day of July in each year, to inspect all ^y^gggg^ 
warehouses, the proprietors or managers of which shall apply to have 
their receipts declared regular for delivery on contracts under the 
Roles of the Board of Trade, and no warehouse shall be declared a 
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regrolar warehouse unless it is conveniently approachable by vessek 
of ordinary draft and has customary shipping facilities, and unless 
the storage rates on all grain or flax seed in such warehouse in buU 
and in good condition, shall not be in excess of three-qnarters 
(^ of one cent per bushel, for the first ten days or part thereof.

Whenever application shall be made by the proprietois (X 
managers of any warehouse to have the same declared a regular 
warehouse for the storage of grain and flaxseed under the provlsiODS 
of this Rule (except in cases of renewal on the first day of July in 
each year, as hereinbefore provided) any grain or flaxseed that may 
be contained in said warehouse at the time of such application, shall 
be required to be removed from said warehouse, when after it shall

Wheat, in such proportions as may be convenient to the seller, sub- 
ject, however, to the provisions of Section 6 of Rule XXI, shall be

be impossible to sample such grain or mill feed within the time 
specified it shall be the duty of the purchaser to notify the seller b^ 
11:00 ▲. M. of the business day next succeeding the day of purchase, 
and such grain or miU feed shall be sampled as soon as possible 
thereafter by the official grain sampler, and the purchaser most 
accept or reject such grain or mill feed immediately after the report 
of the official sampler is made. 

It shall be the duty of the seller to notify the buyer at the time 
of sale (or on arrival, if sold to arrive), when grain is graded subject 
to approval, and upon such notification or upon the delivery of thi 
official sample obtained by the buyer, it shall be the dnt^ of the 
buyer te notify the seller of his intention to demand a clean certifi- 
cate of inspection. When sales are made by sample and the official 
sampler reports cars '^too full for thorough examination," it shall be 
the duty of the buyer to notify the seller of such fact before 11:00 
o'clock A. M. of the business day next succeeding the day of 
purchase, and of his intention to re-examine such cars at time of 
unloading or transfer. 

Whenever grain, mill feed or seeds are sold to be switched or 
delivered to connecting lines, or when sold for shipment beyond 
Chicago, it shall be the duty of the seller to order such property in 
accordance with the written instructions received from the buyer, 
within twenty-four hours after the receipt of such instructions- 
Sundays and holidays excepted. If the purchaser fails to provide 
by the close of the next business day after date of purchase socb 
written Instructions, then the property involved shall be at his risk 
in all particulars. 

In case the seller shall fail to order the property as hereinbefore 
provided, it shall be his duty to promptly notify the purchaser the 
next day of such neglect, and the purchaser may for such reason 
cancel the purchase; but such cancellation, if made, must be made 
immediately. 

On all property sold as hereinbefore provided, a delivery by the 
railroad over which the property arrives, to the designated railroad 
shall be oonstrued as a delivery, and the seller's responsibility for 
damages or loss on any account shall cease, after delivery to saefa 
connecting line or railroad. 

Whenever grain, mill feed or seeds are sold to be switched orde- 
livered or for shipment beyond Chicago, and after such sale has hem 
made, it shall develop that the railroad nominated by the buyer is 
unable to accept or handle the property tendered, it shall be the duty 
of the buyer upon receipt of request from the seller, to provide or 
nominate the name of a railroad which will receive such property; 
and upon failure of the buyer to provide such written instructi(»is

All property sold as hereinbefore provided for transfer or for Time when 
cleaning, clipping or mixing at time of transfer, must be transferred ^S^ny mm 
or unloaded within fifteen days after delivery to the railroad nomi- "»«»*»« '^•^ 
nated by the buyer, and be weighed under the supervision of an 
official weighmaster. On all property not transferred or unloaded 
within the fifteen days, for any reason whatsoever, the purchaser 
shall pay eighty (80) per cent of the value of the grain — on demand 
—for the grain so delayed, based on shipper's weights, or based on 
the capacity of the car; subject, however, to final adjustment based 
on official weights at Chicago, or as may be otherwise agreed 
between buyer and seller. 

It shall be the duty of the buyer to provide and deliver within nnty of barer

On all grain, mill feed or seeds consigned to any mem- ProTiston 
ber of this Board, or to any firm or corporation duly represented in charge on 
its membership; or bought by any member thereof, or by any such ^d'pi^SSt. 
firm or corporation, and shipped to Chicago or any common Chicago 
points, subject either to Chicago weights or inspection, or both 
Chicago weights and inspection, the receiver or the purchaser, 
as the cast may be, shall charge the current rate of interest 
on any sum advanced on such consignment, or purchase; provided 
always that the minimum rate of interest so charged shall be at the 
rate of five (5) per cent per annum. 

Any violation of the provisions of this section shall be subject 
to a penalty of suspension from all the privileges of this Association, 
or of expulsion therefrom, according to the discretion of the Board 
of Directors.

Excluding the date of sale, the time of shipment onn»jBtobe 
property sold for shipment shall be reckoned from the date of re- SSeo?»aie of 
ceiving full shipping directions, and shall not include Sundays, or gJJJJSJ J^' 
legal holidays, at point of shipment. 
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The term "Immediate shipment" shall mean three (3) baalneflB 
dayB. 

The term "Quick shipment" shall mean five (5) business days. 

The term "Prompt shipment" shall mean ten (10) business days. 

Nothing, however, in this rule shall be construed as prohibiting 
special agreements. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors upoa 
the nomination of the President to appoint a standing committee of 
seven members of the Association, to be known as the "Grain Com- 
mittee," to serve for one year, or until their successors are appointed. 

Whenever grain is sold subject to the "approval of official 
samplers," either as to sample, grade or condition, any party to the 
transaction may appeal from the decision of the Official Sampler to 
the Grain Committee, and the decision of the Grain Committee 
shall be final and binding upon all parties Interested. 

No member of the Grain Committee shall sit on any case in 
"Which he is directly or indirectly interested. 

The President of the Board of Trade shall select another mem- 
ber of the Association to serve in the place of any regular member 
who is disqualified or unable to serve. When an appeal to the Grain 
Committee is desired under this rule, such appeal shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade, and the 
fees, as hereinafter provided, shall accompany said appeal. 

The fees shall be $5.00 per car ; $10.00 per canal boat, $50.00 per 
vessel. Such fees shall be equally distributed among the members 
serving. In case the Grain Committee shall decide in favor of the 
appellant, the appellee shall, within one business day, reimburse 
the appellant with the amount of the appeal fees, as hereinbefore 
provided, and further pay all additional expenses incurred by the 
Grain Committee in securing samples and conducting the case. 

The Grain Committee may decide an appeal either by examina- 
tion of the grain in car, boat or vessel; or by sample obtained in 
such manner as in their discretion they may deem advisable. 

Sec. 19. Any member or firm, or corporation, making or receiv- 
ing contracts for indemnity, shall confirm the same by memoran- 
dums through the Clearing House in same manner and under the 
same regulations and requirements as are provided for contractB 
of purchase and sale in and by the other sections of this rule. 

Sec. 20. In the absence of special agreements in relation thereto, 
contracts of indemnity shall be understood to be in substance in the 
following forms and terms :

Sec. 21. When the holder of a contract of indemnity of purchase Demand on 
desires to make a demand on account of said contract, he shall soP"****** 
notify the maker of said contract at or before the close of the session 
on the day on which said contract terminates; he shall also notify 
him whether his demand extends to all the property covered by the 
contract and if a part only, he shall name such part ; he shall sell to 
the maker of such contract and the maker of such contract shall buy 
from him all, or such part of such property, at the official closing 
price of the Exchange of that date. Any loss between such closing 
price and the price named in the contract of indemnity shall be due 
and payable by the maker of the contract at once, and shall be in full 
of all claims under such contract.

notifying the purchaser within one hour of such sale ; and any loss

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Section 1. The Board of Directors shall appoint five members

Board of Trade; such places of storage, in all cases, to be under 
cover, and such as are suitable for the proper preservation of the 
property. All such deliveries shall be accompanied by a certificate of 
inspection of the Chief Inspector of Provisions, which certificate shall 
state the number of packages or the number of pieces, together with 
their weight, in the lot to which it applies, the place where the same 
is stored, and the distinguishing marks upon it ; also the number of 
packages or pieces examined, and that the same was found to be in 
good merchantable condition and of Standard quality. In the case 
of barreled pork, the number of pieces and the weight in each barrel 
shall be stated, likewise the date when packed ; and in the case of 
lard, the date of its packing, as indicated by the packer's brand upon 
the packages.

Sec. 9. No warehouse receipts for beef, sheep or hog product 
shall be registered except such as have been issued by or from a 
warehouse or place of storage declared to be a regular warehouse for 
the storage of such property by the Board of Directors of the Board 
of Trade; and before any warehouse or storage place shall be de- 
clared a regular warehouse for the storage of such property, the 
proprietors or managers thereof shall file a bond with suflScient sor- 
eties in such sum and subject to such conditions as may be deemed 
necessary by the Board of Directors under the Rules and Regulations 
of the Board of Trade and the Regulations and Requirements of the 
Board of Directors in reference to such warehouse.

All provisions sold in this market, in the absence of 
special agreement, shall be Standard, and the property delivered must 
comply with the provisions of the Rules of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago applicable thereto, and with the regulations for 
the Inspection of provisions, and, in case of hog products, with the 
requirements as to the cutting and packing of hog products estab- 
lished by the Board of Directors. And all provisions sent to this 
market for sale which, upon examination, shall be found to have been 
manufactured, handled and packed in all respects in conformity with 
the Rules of the Board of Trade and the said Regulations and R^ 
quirements, shall be classed as Standard. 



Sec. 2. All proyisions sold as Standard shall be cut, selected, BMiummentt 
and packed. In all respects as to quality and condition, conformably ^^^ BtandardB. 
to the classification of inspection as adopted by the Association ; and 
unless otherwise stipulated on all sales made of any of the grades of 
provisions of Standard, the seller shall deliver the parcels of the kind 
and quality called for by such sale, which any duly appointed inspec- 
tor of the Association has examined, and has certified to have been 
packed according to the classification, and is at the time of delivery 
in good merchantable condition in every respect; or, failing to so 
deliver, he shall be bound to settle his contract under the provisions Bettiem«nta. 
of Rule XXIII of the Association ; provided, that in all sales specified 
as for cash, the buyer shall not be bound to pay inspection fees^J^^^^J 
unless he orders the inspection of the property. 

Sec. 3. All hog products may be packed in tierces, either wood how iweked. 
or iron bound, or bound partly with both, but if delivered in iron 
bound tierces, such tierces shall be subject to a deduction of five (5) 
cents per 100 pounds ; but in the case of lard each 250 tierces deliv- 
ered must be entirely either iron or wood bound. Provisions from 
which any gain has been removed shall not afterwards be classed as 
Standard. 

All hog products to be classed as Standard shall comply Beqnimmenta 
in all respects with the requirements of the rules of inspection j^ gj^^pww'^c** 
adopted by the Board of Trade, and if delivered on or after January »■ sianSSSd, 
1st shall include only such as have been packed on and after the first ^w»"po«*j1'®*' 
day of the previous October, provided that barreled pork must be J^en^SSkeS.* 
kept in cold storage, and that mess pork made during the months of 
December, January and February must have been packed at least 
ten days before delivery; and that mess pork delivered during the 
months from March to November, both inclusive, must have been 
packed at least thirty days before being delivered.

Tious notice to the purchaser, by the tender of a registered regular 
warehouse receipt, together with a certificate of inspection, by an 
inspector of the Association (such inspection having been made 
within the last thirty (30) days) ; such a delivery shall be held to be 
^gular, and the buyer shall receive and pay for the same, together 
with the fees for inspection. If, however, within the next forty-eight 
i^) hours the buyer shall report in writing to the Secretary of this 
Association that such property is not merchantable, or does not con- 
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form in all respects to the rules of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago in relation to provisions and to the requirements for the 
cutting and packing of hog products, it shall be the duty of the

Provided, that in deliveries of various brands to complete a 
lot of 250 packages, not more than five (5) different brands shall be 
tendered. Each regular delivery shall be from one warehouse. 

Sec. 9. On sales of provisions as standard, or of a particular 
packer's brand, in case the property does not pass inspection, the 
buyer shall elect either to take the lot named at contract price, after 
being regularly inspected at cost of seller, or to require that some 
standard lot be substituted, but the buyer shall receive the one or 
the other, If tendered within a reasonable time. 

Sec. 10. In sales of provisions when an article is substituted or 
delivered inferior in quality to the sample exhibited, or which has 
been passed upon by the inspector as standard, the seller shall be 
responsible for any damage resulting from such exchange or substi- 
tution. All examinations or Inspections are to be made within a 
reasonable time, and proper care of the property is to be taken by 
the owner or his agent.

One per cent of drainage shall be allowed on pickled 
meats. 
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Sec. 14. To determine the tare of lard, the package shall first Tare of lutf. 
be weighed gross, the lard then removed, and the empty package 
subjected to dry heat and drained, the empty package to be then 
weighed and its weight deducted from the gross weight. The differ- 
ence so obtained shall be considered the net weight of the lard. 

Sec. 15. In case lard in tierces be delivered of a weight more or^^j^jj^of 
less than 340 lbs. net per tierce, the shortage or excess shall be iwd in tieroea 
settled for at the current market price, which for deliveries before 
11 o'clock, shall be considered as the posted price of the previous 
day, but the full number of packages contracted for shall be deliv- 
ered. In the settlement of contracts for lard, 340 lbs. net shall be gstuemento, 
taken as the average weight of a tierce. 

Lots of 250 tierces weighing less than 85,000 pounds net will not 
be regular for delivery except by deducting 1 cent per pound on 
the amount of the deficiency, and lots of 250 tierces weighing over 
90,000 poimds net will not be regular for delivery except by deductr 
ing 1 cent per pound on the excess over 90,000 pounds.

Sec. 16. All provisions sold for shipment must, upon request of Dauyerfes ky 
the purchaser, be delivered on cars or on teams free of charge, and oar or team, 
whenever the seller notifies the buyer of his readiness to deliver, it 
shall be the duty of the buyer to provide means of shipment within 
three (3) business days.

No. 2 Spring Whbat shall be sound, reasonably clean and of 
good milling quality. 

No. 3 Spring Whbat shall include all inferior, shrunken or 
dirty spring wheat, weighing not less than fifty-three pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 Spring Whbat shall include spring wheat, damp, musty 
grown, badly bleached, or for any cause which renders it unfit for 
No. 3. 

Whitb Spring Whbat— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 white 
spring wheat shall correspond with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
spriog wheat, except that they shall be of the white variety, or shall 
contain 5 per cent or more of such white wheat. 
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BULB IV.— MIXED WHEAT. 

The grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 mixed wheat shall be equal in 
quality to the grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 red winter wheat, except 
that they shall include mixtures of spring and winter wheat. 

RULE v.— DUBUM (Macaroni) WHEAT. 

No. 1 Dtjbttm Wheat shall be bright, . sound and well 
cleaned, and be composed of durum — commonly known as 
macaroni wheat. 

No. 2 Durum Whbat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, may 
be slightly bleached or shrunken, but not good enough for No. 1.

No. 3 White €k>RN shall be ninety-five per cent white, reasonably 
dry and reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 4 White Corn shall be ninety-five per cent white, badly 
damaged, damp, musty or very dirty. 

No. 1 Corn shall be mixed corn, of choice quality, sound, dry 
and well cleaned. 

Na 2 Corn shall be mixed com, dry and reasonably dean, bat 
not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Corn shall be mixed corn, reasonably dry and reasonably 
dean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 4 Corn shall be mixed com that is badly damaged, damp, 
musty or very dirty. 

Com that is wet or in heating condition shall not be graded. 
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RULE VIIL— OATS. 

No. 1 Whitb Oats shall be white, sound, clean and reasonably 
free from other grain. 

No. 2 White Oats shall be seven-eighths whlte,sweet,reasonably 
clean and reasonably free from other grain. 

Standabb Oats shall be seyen-eighths white, but not sufficiently 
sound and clean for No. 2 white, and shall be reasonably free from 
other grain and weighing not less than twenty-eight pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No.3 White Oats shall be seyen-eighths white,but not sufficiently 
sound and clean for standard oats, and weighing not less than 
twenty-two pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 White Oats shall be seven-eighths white, damp, badly 
damaged, musty, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3 white. 

No. 1 Whits Clipped Oats shall be white, sound, clean, reason- 
ably free from other grain, and shall weigh not less than thirty -six 
pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Whitb Clipped Oats shall be seven-eighths white, sweet, 
reasonably clean, reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh 
not less than thirty-four pounds to the measured bushel.

No. 4 Oats shall be mixed oats, that are damp, badly damaged, 
musty, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3. 

No. 1 Mixed Clipped Oats shall be mixed oats, sound, clean, 
reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh not less than thirty- 
six pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Mixed Clipped Oats shall be mixed oats,sweet,reasonably 
clean, reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh not less than 
thirty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Mixed Clipped Oats shall be mixed oats, not sufficiently 
sound or clean for No. 2, and shall weigh not less than twenty-eight 
pounds to the measured bushel. 

Oats that have been sulphured, bleached or chemically treated 
shall not be graded at all. 

Note— Inspectors are authorized when requested by shippers to 
give weight per bushel instead of grade on clipped white oats and 
clipped mixed oats from private elevators.

No. 2 Barlby shall be sound, of healthy color (bright or straw 
color), reasonably clean and reasonably free from other grains and 
seeds, and not scoured nor clipped, shall weigh not less than forty- 
siz pounds to the measured bushel. 

Na 3 Barlbt shall include slightly shrunken or otherwise 
lightly damaged barley, not good enough for No. 2, and not scoured 
nor clipped, shall weigh not less than forty-four pounds to the 
measured bushel.

Chevalier Barley— The grades of Nos. 1, S and 3 Chevalier 
barley shall conform in all respects to the grades of Noa.

Bay Brewikg Mixed Barley. In case of admizture of bay brew-

BULE XI.~NEW. 

The word ''New" shall be inserted in each certificate of inspec- 
tion of a newly harvested crop of oats until the fifteenth day of 
August; of rye, until the first day of September; of wheat, until the 
first day of November, and of barley, until the first day of November 
of each year. 

This change shall be construed as establishing new grades for 
the times specified, to conform to the ezisting grades of grain in all 
particulars, ezcept the distinctions hereby established between the 
newand old crop, and shall apply to grain inspected from store ft»^ 
two months after the times respectively above specified. 
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BULB Xn.— HEATING. 

All grain that is wet, or in a heating condition, or grain contain- 
ing weevil or wild onions, or grain that is burnt and smoky or other- 
wise nnflt for warehouses, shall not be graded. 

BULB XIIL— BBASONS. 

All inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when 
necessary, fully known by notations on their books. The weight 
alone shall not determine the grade. 

BULB XIV.— TEST WEIGHT. 

All inspectors must ascertain the weight per measured bushel 
of each lot of wheat inspected by them and report the same in their 
books.

The said Chief Inspector, and sll persons inspecting grain under 
his direction, shall in no case make the grade of the grain above that 
of the poorest quality found in any lot of grain Inspected, when it 
has evidently been ''plugged'' or otherwise *4mproperly loaded" for 
the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
'^scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shall not be 
graded higher than 17o. 3. 

ATTBMFTS AT FBAUD OB INTBBFlHtENCX. 

All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 
report to the Chief Inspector in writing all attempts to defraud the 
system of grain inspection established bylaw, and all instances 
where warehousemen shall deliver or attempt to deliver grain of a 
lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt 

They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of 
receivers or shippersof grain, or any other person interested therein, 
to instruct or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any Inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission. 

BULBS. 

All grain in store in any warehouse of Class "A" at the time any 
amendment to the established rules of inspection (affecting such 
grain) may hereafter go into effect shall be inspected out (in satis- 
faction of warehouse receipts dated prior to that time only) in ac- 
cordance with the rules as they stood prior to such amendment 
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CLAIMS FOR PAMAGSS. 

No claim for damages od acoount of error in the inspection of 
any lot of grain (except grain inspected from public warehouses in 
accordance with law) will be entertained or allowed by the Board of 
Bailroad and Warehouse Commissioners, onless complaint of such 
inspection shall be made to the Cbief Inspector before tlie grain in 
question shall be removed from the car in which it is inspected, or 
before it shall leave the Jurisdiction of the department.

BULE I. 

BOUBS OF SEBYICS. 

Assistant Inspectors and Helpers will be at their posts and ready 
for business on the railroad tracks or at the elevators to which they 
may be assigned at 7 o'clock a. m. They will remain at their posts 
until 6 o'clock p. m. duringthe entire year, unless otherwise excused. 
Failure to report for duty unless properly excused will be deemed a 
surrender of the position held by the absentee and no compensation 
will be allowed for days so absent. 

BULEU. 

Assistant Inspectors and Helpers are especially instructed to use 
all due care in cases where it becomes necessary to remove boards to 
obtain ingress into cars in order to properly inspect the grain in such 
cars, to replace all such boards removed in such a manner as to pre- 
vent leakage or waste of grain from cars. It will be the duty of all 
inspectors to make a record of defective and leaky condition of cars 
and grain doors and to report the same to the Chief Grain Inspector 
on blanks especially prepared, showing the location of leakage and 
such other information as would be of service to the receiver and the 
shipper of grain. 

BULE III. 

KABTiTKH HOUBS. 

When the receipts are large, and the interest of the trade require 
an earlier inspection, all Assistant Inspectors and Helpers assigned to 
duty on the track will begin work at as early an hour as practicable. 
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BULE IV. 

BYBNIKQ WORK. 

InspeotoiB statioDed at elevators will, when necessary to com- 
plete the cargo or shipment upon which they may be engaged, remain 
on duty after regular hours and as late in the evening as they can see 
to inspect grain safely. Ck)mpensation for such services is provided 
in Bules 13 and 14 of the BaUroad and Warehouse Oonunission. 

BULE V. 

WST WISATHER AND DARKlfBSS. 

No Inspector stationed at an elevator is authorized to inspect out 
of store after dark or in wet weather, except on receipt, personally 
or through the office of the Chief Inspector, of an order written upon 
the printed blanks furnished by the department, filled and signed 
by the owner of the grain or his authorized agent, relieving such 
Inspector of all responsibility for damage which may be caused by 
such wet weather, or loss by such errors as are liable to occur by 
reason of darkness; but in every case the Inspector must be per- 
sonally present when the grain is actually delivered on board,making 
his report of the inspection after such actual delivery. 



NOTICE. 

All matters pertaining to the inspection of grain should be taken 
up with the Chief Grain Inspector.

Bbgitultion 1. For the examination of proTisions aold m 
Standard, it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed hf 
the Association, on receiving notice, to go to any packing house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in snch qiiantitiesas 
may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from the loti 
spedflod, as, in his judgment, will give a fair sample of the whole. 

Bbg. 2. If, upon exaoiination, the property is found, in all 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the grades 
adopted by the Association, he shall issue a certificate to that effect, 
which certificate shall state the number of packages, pieces, or 
pounds examined, and also the number of packages, pieces, or pounds 
in the lot to which the examination is intended to apply, and that 
the packages (if any) are in good merchantable order and condition. 
In the case of lard, no certificate for inspection shall be issued unless 
every package is examined; but on request of the owner or person 
oirdering the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part of a lot^ 
and issue a certificate of such examination, stating the number 
of packages examined, and also the whole number of packages in 
the lot. 

Bbo. 8. When necessary to remove property for the convenienoa 
of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector to send for the 
same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In no case should a 
certificate be granted on samples delivered by the seller.

Extra shoulder pork should be made from heavy trimmed sbonl- 
dezB, cut into three (3) pieces; the leg to be cut off close to the 
breast, and in all other respects to be cut, selected and packed in tbe 
same manner as mess pork. 

BXTRA CLEAR FORK. 

Extra clear pork should be made from the sides of extia heavy, 
well-fatted hogs, the backbone and ribs to bo taken out, the numbei 
of pieces in each barrel not to exceed fourteen (14), and in all other 
respects to be cut, selected and packed in the same manner as meff 
pork. 

CLBAR PORK. 

Clear pork should be made from the sides of extra heavy, well- 
fatted hogs, the backbone and half the rib next the backbone to be 
taken out, the number of pieces in each barrel not to exceed fonrteeo 
(14), and in all other respects to be cut, selected and packed in the 
same manner as mess pork. 

CLBAR BACK PORK. 

Glear back pork should be made from the backs of heavy, wei^ 
fatted hogs, after bellies have been taken off, and backbone and libe 
taken out, cut into pieces of about six (6) pounds each, and in aB 
other respects to be packed in the same manner as mess podu 
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PICKLED MEATS. 

STAKDARD SWEET PICKLED HAMS. 

Standard sweet pickled hams should be cut short and wel 
rounded at the butt, properly faced, shank cut off enough above tbe 
hock joint to expose the marrow, to be reasonably uniform in size, 
and to average, in lots, not to exceed sixteen (16) pounds, vnth do 
ham to weigh less than twelve (12) pounds, and none to weigh ovsr 
twenty (20) pounds.

The weight per measured bushel designated for 
each grade shall be that of commercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Ntyrihwestern Flaxseed —FlBjBeed to grade No. 1 North- 
western shall be mature, commerciallj sound, dry and sweet. It shall 
be Northern grown or have the usual characteristics thereof. The 
maximum quantity of field, stack, storage or other damaged seed 
intermixed shall not exceed twelve and one-half per cent.

When car is inspected, cards in duplicate shall be written stating 
the result, the one tacked to grain door of car, the other attached 
to sample.

Third. The certificate shall hold good for delivety in case of 
both timothy and clover seed for the crop year, provided in sdl cases 
the identity of the seed so arbitrated upon has been preserved.

Ghoicb Timothy Hat shall be timothy not mixed with over one-twentieth 
other grasses, properly cured* bright natural color, sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Timothy Hay shall be timothy with not more than one-eighth mixed 
with clover or other tame grasses, properly cured, good color, sound and well 
baled. 

No. 2 Timothy Hay shall be timothy not good enough for No. 1, not over 
one-fourth mixed with clover or other tame grasses, fair color, sound and well 
baled. 

No. 3 Timothy Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other 
grades, sound and well baled. 

Light Gloykb Mixbd Hay shall be timothy mixed with clover. The 
clover mixture not over one-fourth, properly cured, sound, good color and well 
baled. 

STRAW. 

No. 1 Straight Ryb Stbaw shall be in large bales, clean, bright, long 
rye straw, pressed in bundles, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Straight Rye Straw shall be in large bales, long rye straw, 
pressed in bundles, sound and well baled, not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 1 Tangled Rye Straw shall be reasonably clean rye straw, good 
color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Tangled Ryb Straw shall be reasonably dean; may be some 
stained, but not good enough for No. 1. 
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'No. 1 Whbat Straw shall be reasonably clean wheat straw, sound and 
well baled. 

1^0. 2 Wheat Straw shall be reasonably clean; may be some stained, but 
not good enough for l^o. 1. 

No. 1 Oat Straw shall be reasonably dean oat straw, sound and well 
baled.

books and records of the said regular warehouses with the records of 
the State Grain Warehouse Registrar.

The proprietors or managers of warehouses that are ObiimtionBof 
declared regular warehouses for the storage of grain and flaxseed S^m to haT» 
under the rules of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago and the SipmeLt?^ 
regulations and requirements of its Board of Directors, are required Bn^JLot^irita 
to have all grain and flaxseed received in and shipped out of such wo tghmim r. 
warehouses weighed by the official Board of Trade Welghmaster.

First—The Board of Diiectois shall appoint a Oommlttee of 
Five, membeis of tbe Board of Trade, who shall have and exercise 
general control over the Department under the conditions and pio- 
Tisions contained in Sections 1, 2 and 3 of Bule IV of the Rules of 
the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago. 

Second^This Committee shall appoint and fix the compensation 
of a Chief Grain Sampler, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors. 

Ihirdr— The Chief Grain Sampler shall furnish a bond for the 
faithful performance of all and singular the duties of his office, said 
bond to be satisfactory iu all respects to the Board of Directors. 

Fourth— The Chief Sampler may employ such assistance as 
needed, when approved by the *' Department of Grain Sampling and 
Seed Inspection," and the Department will fix the compensation for 
such assistance. 

Fifth— The Department shall make monthly reports of all 
receipts and expenditures. All expenses must be approved by tbe 
Board of Directors. 
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cbaige far aorioes rendered by thisDeparment shall 
be uniform to all peraoDS, firms and corporations, and shall not be 
changed withoat proper notice being given of the proposed changey 
each notice to be posted in a conspicuous place in the Exchange 
Boom of the Board. This Department may charge a higher rate in 
special cases outside of the Qiicago district, but in no case can it 
make any reduction from the established rates. 

fisonOA— Nothing in the foregoing regulations shall prevent the 
buyer or seller, or his representatiTe, from personally examining 
any car or cargo of grain bought or sold under the Bules of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago, but under no circumstances can a 
Board of Trade official certificate be given by the party thus examin- 
ing; any unofficial party, or his employer, inspecting any car or cargo 
of grain shall not have the right of appeal to the Grain Committee, 
unless the grain has been loaded under the supervision of the 
Official Sampler of this Department. 

Eigklh— The tees authorized to be collected by this Department 
for sampling grain shall be as follows: 

Thirty (80) cents per carload for sampling grain. 
Twenty-five (25) cents per 1000 bushels for sampling grain loaded 
into or onloaded from vessels. 

NMh—The Grain Committee shaU arrange with the State 
Grain Inspection Department for the appointment of helpers whose 
duty it shall be to secure samples of every lot of grain graded by the 
Department in Chicago, as far as practicable, whether such grading 
be in or out of elevators or track arrivals. The same facility shall 
be accorded to such helpers for the purpose of examining and samp- 
ling grain loaded into vessels or cars at any private elevator or clean- 
ing house by the proprietors of such houses and their employes, as is 
now accorded to regular State Inspectors. 

Tonth—Quch helpers shall be required to give bonds. They shall 
be subject to control and discharge by the State Grain Department, 
exactly as are the Deputy Inspectors. They shall be appointed on 
reoommendution of the Grain Committee. Their salaries shall be 
paid by the State Grain Department with money furnished if neces- 
sary by the Board of Trade. When not actively engaged in duties 
described by the State Grain Department they shall be subject to 
control and direction of the Chief Sampler in such work as he may 
require. 

Slmmdh—lt shall be the duty of such helper to bring the samples 
of graded grain, secured as above, to the Chief Sampler's office daily, 
for use in examinations by Supervising Inspectors, the Appeal Com- 
mittee and the Official Sampler. The identity of such samples shall 
be known, however, only to the State Department and to the 
Official Sampler. 
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TwdfthrSnch BamplM shall be kept on file in the Ohief Sampler'^ 
offloe a reasonable time, labeled, however, by gndeB and nomben 
which shall indicate their identity only to the State Department 
and the Official Sampler, and thus unidentified they shall be aooes- 
iible to the public 

Ihirtetfdh-'It shall be one of the duties of the Official Sampler 
to thoroughly examine these samples daily, and in case any of them 
indicate improper grading, he shall, in case the Ohief Inspector, the 
Superrising Inspectors or the Appeal Committee have not already 
taken up such improper grading for correction, call their attention 
to same, explaining in what way the inspection has been too lenient 
or too rigid. 

Fowieenth—'ln case the Official Sampler or any other party at 
interest, i. e., the buyer or the seller, should thus complain to the 
State Department and fail to have his complaint properly or fayor- 
ably considered by the State Department, it shall be the duty of the 
Sampling or Grain Committee to listen to his complaint, and if it is 
in their judgment reasonable, the other parties at interest shall be 
notified, and the matter taken up by the Grain Committee with the 
State Department— all parties at interest being given an opportunity 
of being present at such hearing. 

Fifteenth'—ln the examination of samples of grain inspected, a 
standard sample shall be used as a gauge, and in case of.doabtfal 
grain, which is very near the '* line," a comparison shall be made 
with such standard sample, and in case of disputes calling for an 
appeal, final decision shall be rendered in accordance with such 
comparison- 

;^jtxteen^— Standard samples above referred to shall be made up 
as early as possible at the beginning of each crop year, and approved 
by the State Inspection Department, Appeal and Sampling Com- 
mittees and the Official Sampler— all working together to make up 
a fair and equitable standard. 

SewrUeefUh—ln cases where it is necessary for the Grain or 
Sampling Committee to take the question of moisture into aoooant. 
rendering a chemical analysis necessary, this shall be made promptly. 

Eighteewth^^othing in the above shall be understood as givini; 
the Grain Committee any privileges relative to the examination of 
samples or the knowledge of their identity other than those enjoyed 
by the public, excepting when complaint is made to them under the 
provisions of the above regulations, or when an appeal is taken as is 
provided in Section 17 of Rule 22, 2nd paragraph, in which case the 
examination shall be made at such time and place and after snch 
notification as will give all parties at interest an opportunity of be- 
ing present. 

NineUe7Uh'-~ln case it should not be feasible to obtain samples of

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 

TRADE IN HOPS. 



Flnt. It shall be the role that a bale of hops shall weigh not leaa 
than one hundred and seventy-flve (175)normore than two hundred 
(200) pounds ; but the tender or delivery of any lot of hops on a sale 
or a contract, averaging one hundred and eighty-five (185) pounds to 
one hundred and ninety-five (196) pounds shall be deemed a com- 
pliance with this rule. 

Second. The sacldng of bops shall not weigh more than twenty- 
four (24) ounces per yard, and seven (7) pounds shall be deducted 
from the weight of each bale as tare ; and any additional weight 
of sacking, or any eztxaneous matter, shall be considered as irregular, 
and the seller be liable to the purchaser for such excess. 

Third. Each and every bale of hops sold must be marked with 
the growers' name or initials, and the name of the State where the 
hops have been raised, and the year produced.

REGULATIONS 

OP THB 

Clearing House of the loard of Trade of the City of Chicap. 

I. 

The style and address of each member of the Clearing House of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago— in the case of a corporation, the names of its 
officers and directors and its corporate name, in the case of a firm, the names of 
its members and its firm name— must be immediately registered at said Clear- 
ing House; also, must be immediately registered any change in the style or 
address of any member of the Clearing House— in the case of a corporatioo, any 
change in its corporate name or in its officers or directors, and in the case of a 
firm, any change in the firm name or in the membership thereof. 

A fine of five dollars ($5.00) shall be imposed in case of violation of any of 
the above requirements. 

Suitable blanks shall be provided by the Clearing House for furnishing tbe 
information as hereinbefore set forth and required. 

A copy of all registrations, as above set forth, shall be sent by the manager 
of the Clearing House to each and every member thereof; also, a copy shall be 
filed by the Clearing House with the Secretary of the Board. 

II. 

Printed reports to show the net balances, as provided in General Bule Ko- 
XXII, Section 6, Paragraph 2, must be obtained at the Clearing House. 

III. 

Any person, firm or corporation, member of the Clearing House of tbe 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, whose report shows a balance against 
such person, firm or corporation, shall accompany his or its report with a check 
payable to the order of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago for such balance; such check, if not issued by the said Clearing House 
of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be duly certified, under 
penalty of a fine of five dollars (5.00). Should payment on a certified check be 
stopped, the maker must immediately upon receiving official notice thereof, 
deposit with the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago another and acceptable check. 

IV. 

All reports must be in the Clearing House by 11 A. m , of each business day, 
under penalty of a fine of five dollars if tardy, and the pasting of the delinquent 
party on 'Change at 12 m. except on days when the exchange room is closed at 
12 o^clock M., when the names of delinquents shall be posted at 11:30 A. h. 

V. 

Parties having no items to clear must so report in writing,«under penalty o/a 
fine of one doUarfor neglect of such report; and parties whose reports may be equal 
on both sides, and those whose* reports show a credit balance, must put them in 
the Clearing House, under penalty, as provided in Art IV above. 

N. B.— To insure accuracy and expedite the clearings, parties must be sure 
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the amounts claimed are mutually agreed upon and correct. A penalty of one 
dollar will be collected of any party claiming from or allowing to another party 
a wrong amount, and also for each error in footing or subtraction. All doubtf id 
items must be excluded from the report. 

VI. 

If a claim is not allowed by the debtor, the claimant must on notice thereof, 
pay to the Clearing Souse by certified check the amount claimed; such payment 
to be made before 1:00 o'clock p. m. of the day on which notice is served, under 
penalty of a fine of five dollars ($5.00). If such claim is not paid prior to 2-30 
o'clock p. M. of the same day, the Clearing House will hold whatever funds it 
may have belonging to the claimant or his creditors, until such claim is 
satisfied. 

VII. 

In case a party, in his report, allows another party an amount in ezoess of 
that claimed by the second party, the excess will be refunded to the first party. 

VIII. 

The charge for clearing, as provided by the Rules, has been fixed at one 
cent for each item in each report, the same to be paid monthly on presentation 
of the bill by the Clearing House. Fines to be paid at time of notification that 
the s: me have been incurred, under penalty of tbe withholdng of the next 
amount due such debtor or reporting the delinquency to the Board of Directors. 

IX. 

Parties whose reports show a net balance in their favor may call for check 
after 2:30 p. m. 

X. 

No reports shall be amended after 11 a. m. 

XI. 

Office hours shall be from 9 a. m. to 3:30 p. m. 

XII. 

No firm shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while any 
member of said firm is under sentence of suspension by the Board of Directors. 

XIII. 

No corporation shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while 
mny officer of said corporation is under sentence of suspension by the Board of 
Directors. And whenever the President or Secretary of any corporation enjoy- 
ing the privileges of the Clearing House shall have been expelled or suspended 
for misconduct in connection with the business of said cori)oration, such corpo- 
ration shall thereafter and during the period of such suspension be entitled to 
the privileges of the Clearing House only after favorable action of the Board of 
Directors upon its written application for such privileges. 
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XIV. 

Any oorporation applying for membership in tbe dearing House of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, may be admitted to such membership 
only upon reoommendatiou of the Clearing House Committee, in the exercise 
of its discretion, and upon approval by at least ten affirmative ballot votes of 
the Board of Directors; provided^ that three negative ballot votes are not cast 
against any such corporation. 

XV. 

When any member of the Clearing House, whether person, firm or corpo> 
rationi is, in the opinion of the Clearing House Committee, using such Clearing 
House for the purpose of clearing the business of a member suspended from tbe 
privileges of the Board or one expelled therefrom, or of a corporation a stock- 
holder of which is suspended from the privileges of the Board or expelled 
therefrom, the Clearing House Committee shall report such fact to the Board of 
Directors, who, in the exercise of its discretion, may deprive such a person, firm, 
or corporation of the privileges of the Clearing House for such period as they 
may see fit; the intent hereof being to prevent any membership in the Clearios 
House being used as a subterfuge to enable one suspended or expelled from the 
Board to still enjoy the advantages of the Clearing House, but not to prevent 
a member from clearing the individual trades made for the account and per- 
sonal benefit of one suspended or expelled from the Board. 

XVI. 

Applications by persons or firms for membership in the Clearing House of 
the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be submitted to the Clearing 
House Committee and passed upon favorably by them before applicants will be 
entitled to the privileges of the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago. 

XVII. 

When any member of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago, whether person, firm or corporation, has not for the period of faar 
consecutive months cleared any trades through the said Clearing House, such 
person, firm or corporation shall cease to be a member of the said Gearing 
House; and no such person, firm or corporation can resume his or its member* 
ship in the said Clearing House, except by making a new application for 
membership therein and in accordance with all the provisions of Section 29 of 
Bule IV of the rules of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago and Begula- 
tlons XIV and XVI of the Regulations of the Clearing House of the said Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago. 



SOLICITORS. 



Under the provisions of Section 33 of Rule IV, the following^ 
regfulations were adopted by the Board of Directors 



It is the eenae vr this Directory that solicitors may be employed as provided 
in Section 33 of Rule IV of the Rules of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, 
upon a salary, subject to the following restrictions: 

Solicitors employed under the provisions of said rule must be bona fide 
solicitors. Such solicitors may receive from their employers compensation in 
the form of a fixed salary; such sp'ary not to be changed \mtil it has been in 
force at least six months. 

The solicitor so employed shall not receive any compensation, either directly 
or indirectly, for business sent by him for his personal account, or upon which 
he has received a brokerage or a division of commissions; nor, for business exe- 
cuted for the account of any firm of which he is a member or employe, or a cor- 
poration of which he is an officer, stockholder or employe. 

No solicitor shall be employed under the provisions of said section of Rule 
IV by more than one employer at the same time. 

The employer shall keep and preserve records showing the compensation 
paid such solicitor, subject to examination at any time by the Membership 
Committee. 

A member of this Board acting as a solicitor, upon a fixed salary, is not entitled 
to a division of the commission earned upon business obtained from non-members. 

The names, of applicants for the appointment of solicitors, togethe. with the 
names of those submitted to be appointed solicitors, \mder the provisions of 
Section 33 of Rule IV of the rules of the Board, must be posted upon the bulle- 
tin board in the Exchange room for the period of at least ten days before being 
acted upon by the Membership Committee. 

A statement shall be filed with the Secretary of the Board In form as given 
below, and said statement shall be duly recorded in the office of the Secretary 
and be accessible to members of this Association.

Under and by rirtvit of the proTistans of Section 2, Rule IV, of Ac 
Rules of the Board of Trade of the City of ChicagOL enacted m purstfaace 
of Section tO of the Act to Incorporate the Board of Trade of the Qty d 
Chicago^ the following: resftilations are adopted by the Directors ol the said 
Board of Trade of the Qty of Chicago, for the guidance and infomutioo 
of the Weighing Department and the members of this Association* 

REGULATION 1. 
Received or transferred grain shall not be cleaned or blown before weighing, 
nor shall it be subjected to such handling as wiU cause loss in weight. This pro- 
hibition shall also apply to shipments after weighing. 

REGULATION 2. 
No dockage from actual weights shall be aLowed on in-coming or out-going 
grain, except when unusual dirt or foreign matter is inseparably mixed with the 
grain, in which case it shall be the duty of the weighmaster or his deputy to detei^ 
mine the amount of unusual dirt or foreign matter, and to weigh tne entire con- 
tents of the car. All allowances for unusual dirt or foreign matter shall appear 
on the face of certificate issued for such cars. 

REGULATION 3. 
All cars when unloaded must be thoroughly swept and cleaned, except in 
eases where cars contain foreign matter unsuitable for mixing with grain. 
Then it shall be the duty of the weighmaster or his deputy to determine the amount 
of grain and foreign matter to be left in the car. This amount shall be stated 
on the certificate of weights for each car, but such amount shall not be included 
in the net weight as shown by certificate. 

REGULATION 4. 

If hopper scales are used in determining the amount of grain a car contains, 
it shall be the duty of the elevator operators unloading such car to deliver to the 
scales the entire contents of said car except where cars contain unusual dirt or foreign 
matter not covered by Regulation 3, because not suitable for handling by devator. 

It shall be the additional duty of said elevator operator to clean thoroughly the 
unloading pits and the floor adjacent to such pits of any of the contents of said car 
that may have lodged there and deliver such contents to the scaie to be weighed 
and credited to said car. REGULATION 5. 

The contents of each car shall be weighed in as few drafts as the scale in use 
wai permit REGULATION 6. 

The weighmaster and his deputies shall be allowed to handle the scale beams 
in the performance of their duties. 

REGULATION 7. 
Certificates of weight shaU bear the date of weighing. 

REGULATION 8. 
No certificates of weights shall be issued on grain unloaded or transferred 
en route unless they are applied for within a reasonable time after cars are weighed, 
and before they have had time to arrive at their destination. 

REGULATION 9. 

A straight transfer must consist of the transferring of grain from one car to 
another without its identity being lost. If transferred through an elevator, the 
grain must go direct from the western or unloaded car to the scale and from the 
scale direct to the eastern, or car to be loaded without going into or through any 
house bine. REGULATION 10. 

All cars that are to be loaded with grain shaU be in a suitable condition to 
carry such grain safely. In case cars are loaded that, in the judgment of the 
weighmaster or his deputies, are not in proper condition to carry grain Mifelv, 
the parties loading such cars shall at once be notified, and a statement of the 
condition of the car shaU appear on the face of the certificate of weight issued 
for such cars. REGULATION 11. 

The weighmaster in regulating the details of his office and the service of 
employes may, with the consent of the Weighing Committee, make such regula- 
■^ons as may be requisite or desirable in order to secure correct weights. 
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
